Peabody at 
Denver and of planB which ho said 
wore made to kill,Sherman Bell, Frank 
Hearne. David Moffatt and John Ne- 
ville. 
Throughout his story ho pic- 


tured Pettlbono as his paymaster, and 
In Borne of his attempted crimes h« 
Implicated tho defendant us un active 
participant.

45 years old, yet, passing through a 
process of swift evolution So Its pres- 
ent perfection, this American discov- 
ery has revolutionized the tfclenco of 
naval warfare throughout t'io whole 
world. 
There aro now 270 vessels In 


commission In tho United Sta'es navy 
where at one time, In Washington's 
administration, there was not 
ono. 


Of theso there are 13 battleships of 
tho first and second 
cla»B.

guns Into whoso mouth this country's 
first and only "commonder-In-chlef of 
the navy," Esnk Hopkins, might easily 
have hidden his disgraced head whet 
an outraged continental congress sum.

Barbory 


States In 1793 after he had been sent 
to see If there were moans of stop- 
ping tho piracy of Algiers and Tripoli 
on American trading 
veBsols. 
For 


years tho nation had endured tho hu- 
miliation of paying tribute to theso 
countries, and after Washington had 


Incorporated this sentiment 
In 
hla 


message of 1794 tho United States still 
paid tribute, because there was no 
navy to prove her Indopendencfl. How- 
ever, that congress appropriated $700.- 
000 with which to build B!X frigates. 
Among theso were tho Constitution, 
now the oldest, ship afloat under any 
flag, and a training ship for appren- 
tices at Portsmouth.

an "American bluff and Indiscretion" 
but the European powers know bet- 
ter and fully rcall/e that this move Is 
simply a natural one to a power with 
such vast Interests on the west coast, 
which Is practically defenseless. 
If 


our navy means anything and If the 
continuous building of «:ir ve-M-ls Is 
to go on. It Is time that their useful- 
ness and ability to make IOUK mid 
perilous trips Is tested. We hold our 
breath In suspense at thelinaloul 
come and few can roall/.e what, perils 
and anxiety the 1 ,,ooo men on board 
the ves-els will endure before they 
reach their destination. The sixteen 
battleships Connect lent, the Man ship: 
Louisiana, Kansas and Vermont com- 
prising the 1st dhv. tho Georgia, Vir- 
ginia, New Jersey and Uhode Island, 
comprising the -nd dlv.; the Minnes- 
ota, Ohio, Maine and Missouri com- 
prising the J!rd dlv. and the Alabama, 
Illinois, Kearsage and Kentucky com- 
prising the -till dlv.. constitute the 
Mower of our navy. The 
Heel Is pro- 


ceded by the Auxiliaries, Culgoa and 
('•lacier supply ships, the Panther, a 
repair ship, on board of which the ex- 
pert machinists, electricians, etc.. are 
in readiness to do what the Individu- 
al crews cannot accomplish. Aside 
from these are the tenders and the 
torpedo llottllla.

quoted from Paris: 


"Tho llnanclal resources of Ameri- 


ca makes the problem of coaling the 
lleet comparatively easy, but there 
are three great dllllcultles; llrst, to 
keep so many'unlts together: second, 
to provision and repair thu ships In 
the event of an accident, and third, 
In navigation of the Straits of Magel- 
Ian by such an armada.

American forests aro being stripped 


nil too rapidly ot timbers suitable for 
Christmas trees. Maine sends out 
nearly 1,000,000 a year. Vermont has 
shipped 1,000,000 moro saplings for a 
ulnglo holiday season. In Colorado 
100,000 evergreen trees aro sacrificed 
avoir year for tho noods .of that state 
alone—a (act which Is causing no llt- 


tlo alarm among theoso who realize 
what tho loss of Colorado's timber sup- 
ply will moan to her future. In Mich- 
igan thoro aro companies which make 
a business of raising trees especially 
for Christmas and who ship-to Now 
York, Boston and other eastern points. 
Christmas trees vary In height from 
throo to 20 foot and In prlco on tho 
markets from CO conts to four dollars. 
Dealers In tho largo cities buy Christ- 
mas trees by tho aero or tract as they 
stand In tho spruce thickets or In tho 
swamps, after which-trees aro cut 
down and-shipped both by water and 


by rail. An average car load com- 
prises 1,200 to l.COO trees. Tho de- 
mand for them is Increasing with each 
year. A city llko Cleveland, 0., for 
example, uses about DO.OOO Christmas 
trees In a season. Many tons of plno 
for decorations aro also shipped from 
tho forests to tho cities.
